FOREWORD 


ELWELL:  One  who  came  from  the  wishing  well  in  Dorset. 

So  far  as  is  known  no  comprehensive  genealogy  of  the  entire 
Elwell  family  in  America  has  been  published,  nor  has  there  been  any 
well  organized  compilation  of  most  of  the  various  branches  «of  the 
Elwell  family  of  southern  New  Jersey  founded  by  Thomas  (2)  Elwell, 
born  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  November  12,  1654*  The  Elwell 
works  cited  in  the  Bibliography  below,  useful  in  their  spheres,  are 
limited  in  scope. 

I  submit  this  study,  mostly  original,  with  a  view  to  the  publica¬ 
tion,  perhaps,  of  a  more  complete  genealogy  respecting  the  southern 
New  Jersey  branch  of  the  family  and  its  descendants,  similar  to  the 
papers  I  have  published  concerning  the  Paullin  Family  (1958)*  the 
Anthony  Nelson  family  (1962),  and  others. 

This  paper  is  to  be  distributed  primarily  to  historical  and 
genealogical  societies  in  the  United  States,  and  also  to  a  few  individ¬ 
uals  who,  like  myself,  are  descended  from  Elwell  ancestors.  It 
discloses  most  of  the  information  I  have  now  assembled;  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  effort  will  be  found  useful  to  those  who  may  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  mysteries  of  the  past,  as  well  as  make  the  preservation 
of  the  data  more  likely. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  paper  deals  largely  with  the  older 
generations.  Making  no  pretense  to  completeness,  it  is  meant  to 
serve  as  a  starting  point  and  a  challenge;  and  it  should  serve  to 
indicate  the  areas  in  which  further  research  would  be  helpful.  More¬ 
over,  this  offering  represents  an  invitation  to  genealogists  and  to 
members  of  the  family  to  supply  information  they  may  have  in  their 
possession  for  the  extension  or  modification  of  what  is  presented. 

I  have,  of  course,  consulted  the  published  works  listed  in  the 
bibliography;  it  is  mostly  the  unpublished  data  not  generally  known, 
such  as  Bible  statistics,  old  deeds,  marriage  certificates,  documents, 
letters,  and  the  like,  that  would  make  a  study  of  this  kind  more  com¬ 
plete.  It  is  sometimes  astonishing  to  learn  how  much  really  is 
available,  albeit  reposing  in  private  collections. 

Needless  to  say,  I  have  enjoyed  the  many  pleasant  hours  spent 
in  the  collection  of  the  basic  material  and  in  the  endeavor  to 
identify  and  correlate  the  branches  and  the  individuals.  I  trust  others 
will  find  the  work  similarly  rewarding.  The  research  is  pursued  as  a 
hobby,  of  course,  hence  there  is  no  charge  for  my  services  in  the 
preparation  of  this  paper.

ROBERT  (1)  ELWELL  (Died  I683 ) 


Robert  Elwell  (1)  an  English  emigrant  from  Stoke  Abbot  Parish 
in  the  County  of  Dorset,  was  a  resident  of  Dorchester,  in  the  Colony 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  now  a  part  of  Boston  and  purchased  property 
there  on  Sept.  1,  16314-.  No  documentary  evidence  has  come  to  light  to 
show  his  family  connections,  social  estate  or  occupation.  In  the 
Dorchester  Town  Records  are  to  be  found  records  of  several  real  estate 
transfers  of  Robert  Elwell.  He  is  listed  in  the  New  England  Histor¬ 
ical  and  Genealogical  Register,  Volume  53  Page  25-32  (Jan.  1899).  He 
became  a  freeman  of  the  colony  together  with,  some  H4.3  others  on  May  13, 
I6I4.O.  Robert  sold  his  property  on  June  8,  1614-0  and  soon  afterwards 
moved  from  Dorchester  to  Salem,  Mass.  He  owned  land  in  Gloucester  in 
1614,2.  He  was  a  Selectman  in  I6I4.8,  and  a  member  of  a  committee  to  erect 
a  new  meeting  house  in  I66I4..  Robert's  first  wife  was  Joane  who  died 
March  31.  1675*  His  second  wife  was  Alice,  widow  of  Robert  Leach. 

They  were  married  May  29,  16?6.  He  died  May  18,  I683,  and  Alice  died 
April  10,  1691.  Both  left  wills  (EA).  Children: 
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i.  Samuel  Elwell  (2)  born  Dorchester,  Mass,  about  I636; 

ii.  Second  Child  (2)  born  Dorchester,  Mass.  Aug.  28,  1639, 
died  age  6  months; 

iii.  John  Elwell  (2)  born  Dorchester,  Mass.  1639-1^0. 

Baptized  Nov.  23,  1639/14-0  at  Salem,  Mass.  Children; 

iv.  Isaac  Elwell  (2)  born  Salem,  Mass.  I6I4.I.  Baptized 
Dec.  27,  I6I4.1/2.  Children; 

v.  Josiah  Elwell  (2)  married  Mary  Collins; 

vi.  Joseph  Elwell  (2)  married  Mary  Dutch; 

vii.  Sara  Elwell  (2)  born  and  died  1651; 

viii.  Sarah  Elwell  (2)  born  May  12,  1652  and  died  Aug.  26,  1655; 

ix.  Thomas  Elwell  (2)  born  Nov.  12,  1654  Gloucester,'  Mass.; 

x.  Jacob  Elwell  (2)  born  June  10,  1657,  died  May  21,  165$; 

xi.  Richard  Elwell  (2)  born  April  11,  1658.  -  See  Sawtelle 
Elwell  (5);

(The  descendants  of  Robert  Elwell  are  to  be  found  in  almost  every  part 
of  the  country.  A  second  Elwell  emigrant  came  from  England  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  has  descendants  in  western  New  York,  while 
a  third  Elwell  is  said  to  have  come  from  Ireland  about  1875  and  has 
descendants  in  Pennsylvania.  ARE) 


2.  SAMUEL  (2)  ELWELL  (1636?-1697) 

Samuel  Elwell  (2)  born  in  Dorchester  about  1635/6,  died  1697, 
married  Esther  Dutch. 

Their  children  were,  i.  Samuel  (3),  1659;  ii.  Jacob  (3)  1662- 
1710;  iii.  Robert,  I66I4.;  iv.  Esther,  1667;  v.  Sarah,  1670;  vi. 
Sbenezer,  1670/71;  vii.  Hannah,  167^4-5  viii.  Elizabeth,  1678; 
ix.  Thomas?. 

The  children  of  Jacob  Elwell  (3)  were  Vinson  and  William  (I4.) 
born  1705. 

William  (I4.)  had  a  son,  Payne,  I7I4I1.-I82O,  Gloucester,  Mass. 

Payne  (5)  had  son  Payne,  Jr.  I767-I8I4.O,  Gloucester,  Mass. 

Payne,  Jr.  (6)  had  son  John  (7),  (1790-1816),  Bathe,  Me. 

John  had  son,  John,  Jr.  (8),  1818-1885,  Bathe,  Me. 

John,  Jr.  (8)  had  a  son,  Joseph  Sanford  Elwell  (9),  184.8-1920, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Joseph  Sanford  and  Jane  Annetta  Fisher,  his  wife,  had  a  daughter, 
Catherine  D.  (10),  born  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  19,  1879,  who  married 
in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  on  Sept.  15,  19014.,  Louis  Graff  Kitchel,  born 
Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  died  Plainfield,  N.  J.  April  10,  1956. 

They  had  9 on,  Walter  Howard  Kitchel  (11),  born  in  Jersey  City, 
now*  r@31dinc  £n  Plainfield,  N.  J.  He  is  a  member  of  several 
ancestral  societies. 


5-  ISAAC  (2)  ELWELL  (I6I4.I-  ) 

Levi  Henry  Elwell  has  compiled  and  printed  a  genealogy  entitled 
"The  Family  of  Thomas  Elwell  of  Hardwifch,  Massachusetts” .  This 
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Thomas  Elwell  (4)  was  the  grandson  of  Isaac  Elwell  (2).  Levi  Henry 
Elwell  has  also  compiled  and  printed  a  genealogy  entitled  "The 
Descendants  of  Thomas  Elwell  of  Westhampton,  Massachusetts".  Thomas 
Elwell  (5)  of  Westhampton  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Elwell  (4)  of 
Hardwich  (ARE). 


10.  THOMAS  (2)  ELWELL  (1654-1706) 


Thomas  (2)  Elwell,  born  November  12,  1654  at  Gloucester,  Mass., 
died  in  the  spring  of  1706,  married  in  Gloucester  on  November  23 » 

1675*  Sarah  Bassett,  daughter  of  William  Bassett  and  Sarah.  -Huftt-,  of 
Lynn,  Mass.  William  Bassett  was  baptized  May  30,  1624  in  St.  Martins, 
Dorking,  County  Surrey,  England.  His  will,  dated  February  10,  1701, 
was  probated  May  22,  1703 . 

Thomas  (2)  Elwell  is  said  to  have  moved  to  New  Jersey  about  1685- 
1688  but  I  have  found  no  proof  of  those  dates. 

On  November  6,  1698,  a  deed  was  made  by  Benjamin  Acton  to  Thomas 
Elwell,  late  of  New  England,  now  of  Salem  Town,  weaver,  for  110  acres, 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  white  oak  tree  marked  TE  on 
Nicornus  Branch  at  the  upper  end  of  Branceses  (Obranceses? )  old  field; 
thence,  47  rods  Northeast  to  a  white  oak  TE;  thence,  44  rods  East  to 
a  red  oak  TE;  thence,  171  rods  Southwest  to  the  line  of  Thomas  Piles 
10,000  acre  tract;  thence,  Southwest  along  said  line  142  rods  to  a 
corner  tree  of  said  10,000  acre  tract;  thence  down  said  branch,  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  being  part  of  the  1500  acre  tract  near  the  head 
of  Salem  Creek,  bought  of  W m.  Hall  and  wife,  April  29,  1695  (NJA  21: 
623;  note  a). 

Thomas  is  said  to  have  been  at  the  Baptist  Church  in  Pittsgrove 
in  1701. 

Thomas  (2)  Alewell,  Sr.,  of  Piles  Grove  Precinct,  carpenter, 
made  his  will  dated  April  25»  1706,  which  he  signed  by  his  mark,  and 
in  which  he  gave  to  his  wife,  Sarah,  land  and  plantation  "where  I  now 
live",  for  and  during  her  natural  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  his 
son,  Samuel  Alewell;  also  to  his  wife,  all  moveables,  inside  and  out¬ 
side,  for  tier  life,  then  to  his  three  daubhters,  Sarah  Walling,  Mary 
Nicholas,  and  Elizabeth  Alewell,  equally;  gave  to  his  son,  Thomas 
2  Pounds,  son,  William,  2  Pounds,  and  son,  Jonn,  1  Pound,  to  be  paid 
when  son,  Samuel,  attains  21  years.  The  wife,  Sarah,  and  son,  Samuel, 
were  named  executors,  and  were  authorized  to  convey  to  his  son-in- 
law,  Thomas  Walling,  15  acres  "where  he  now  liveth  on,  which  was 
purchased  of  me."  The  witnesses  were  Joseph  White,  Edward  Foard, 

Mary  Foard,  and  Samuel  Hedge,  Junr.  Note  a  .  The  inventory  was 
dated  May  27,  1706,  indicating  that  Thomas  died  before  that  date. 

Both  executors  qualified  April  26,  1707,  at  Salem,  before  Lord  Corn- 
bury,  Governor,  showing  they  were  still  living.  The  will  was  proved 
by  Edward  Foard,  April  26,  1707.  The  delay  was,  no  doubt,  due  to 
the  Governor’s  convenience.  (NJA  23:6;  note  a). 

The  children  of  Thomas  (2)  Elwell  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  were: 
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Sarah  Elwell  (3)  born  Gloucester  Aug.  24,  1676,  mar¬ 
ried  Thos.  Walling; 

Thomas  Elwell  (3)  born  Gloucester,  April  26,  I678; 

Mary  Elwell  (3)  born  Gloucester  Mar.  13,  1679-80.  She 
wed  a  Mr.  Nicholas  according  to  her  father’s  will. 

William  Elwell  (3)  born  Gloucester,  April  8,  1682; 

Elishah  (Elizabeth?)  Elwell  (3)  born  Gloucester  May  30, 
1684; 

John  Elwell  (3)  born  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  February  4>  1687; 

Samuel  Elwell  (3)  born  about  1688  in  New  Jersey,  named 
in  his  father's  will  as  being  under  age  in  1706. 

Elizabeth. 


If  Thomas  and  Sarah  left  Lynn  about  1688  and  arrived  in  Salem 
County  in  1698,  perhaps  Samuel  (and  Elizabeth)  were  born  elsewhere 
during  that  period.  If  so,  a  record  may  some  day  be  found. 

THE  PROGENY  OF  THOMAS  ELWELL  (2)  AND  THE  SPOUSES  OF  HIS  CHILDREN. 


Often  the  devolution  or  transfer  of  real  estate  throws  light  upon 
relationships.  Altho  the  records  in  this  instance  do  not  disclose  all 
of  the  facts  about  the  ownership  of  land  by  the  Elwells,  the  follow¬ 
ing  can  be  considered: 
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a.  Thomas  (2)  bought  110  acres  in  1698*  and  directed  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  15  acres  to  his  son-in-law,  Thomas  Wailing,  as  shown  below. 

By  his  will  of  1706  (note  a),  he  gave  what  he  had  to  his  youngest  son, 
Samuel  (3)#  an  influential  factor  probably  being  his  minority; 

b ♦  Thomas  (3)  acquired  175  acres  by  two  deeds  in  1700  and  1704 
(before  his  father's  death),  and  his  will  of  1722  (note  a)  shows  that 
he  owned  at  his  death  a  plantation  not  described  therein  and  some 
cedar  swamp.  We  have  little  knowledge  of  the  ownership  or  land  trans¬ 
actions  of  Thomas  O4.)  or  of  Josiah  (4)#  but  John  (5)»  son  of  John  (4), 
owned  300  acres  at  his  death  in  1760; 

c .  William  (3)  evidently  acquired  real  estate  (not  by  his  father's 
will),  because  his  will  of  1729  mentions  it.  The  original  will  should 
be  examined  regarding  his  land.  His  son,  John,  had  282^  acres  at  his 
death  in  1789; 

d.  John  (3 )  owned  land  as  early  as  172!;.,  the  description  and 
contents  not  being  discovered.  He  did  not  receive  it  under  his  father's 
will ; 

e .  Samuel  (3)  received  land  under  his  father's  will  of  1706, 
(apparently  the  remaining  95  acres),  but  must  have  acquired  more,  or 
other,  land,  either  under  that  will  or  otherwise,  because,  in  1713#  he 

sold  160  acres  to  Isaac  Davis.  At  Samuel's  death  in  1740  he  still 
owned  a  mill  property  of  60  acres,  a  plantation  of  considerably  more 
than  100  acres,  an  additional  tract  "supposed  to  contain  50  acres" 
bought  from  William  Paullin,  also  a  cedar  swamp  (as  shown  by  his  will). 

A  more  exacting  study  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  plantations  and 
of  later  land  records  may  yield  meaningful  results  with  respect  to  the 
Elwell  genealogy.  This  is  especially  important  in  view  of  the  later 
repetition  of  names  such  as,  John,  Samuel,  David,  and  Abraham. 

The  sons  of  Thomas  (2)  did  not  live  to  old  age,  and  in  fact,  died 
in  the  same  order  in  which  they  were  born. 

I  have  seen  no  convincing  evidence  of  the  identities  of  the 
spouses  of  the  Elwells  in  generation  three,  except  as  to  John  (3). 

But  for  this  exception,  there  is  no  certainty  that  Thomas  (3)*  William 
(3)>  or  Samuel  (3)  did,  or  did  not,  marry  a  Paullin  girl  or  girls. 

One  may  wonder,  however,  what  reasons  Henry  Paullin  (2)  must  have  had 
for  giving  recognition  to  Samuel  Elwell,  his  daughter,  Rachel  Elwell 
(Brick),  his  grandson,  Wm.  Ray,  son  of  Susanna  Elwell  (Ray),  as  well 
as  to  John  Elwell,  all  of  them  of  Elwell  blood,  thus  giving  only  to 
Elwells,  other  than  devising  his  share  of  the  Paullin  farm  to  his 
nephew,  Henry  Paullin  (3)  (PF  15 )• 

14.  SARAH  (3)  ELWELL  (WALLING)  (1676-  ) 

Sarah  Elwell,  born  Aug.  24#  1676 ,  daughter  of  Thomas  (2),  wed 
Thomas  Walling  who  died  in  1724. 

On  July  3»  1704,  Thomas  Walling  obtained  from  Charles  Hopman, 
an  assignment  of  200  acres  (NJA  21:640). 

He  was  to  receive  15  acres  under  the  will  of  Thomas  (2)  Elwell 
( above ) . 

Thomas  Walling  died  in  1724#  leaving  a  will,  dated  May  19,  1724# 
proved  Oct.  22,  1724#  naming  his  wife,  Sarah,  and  children,  Thomas, 
Elisha,  John,  James,  Joseph,  Benjamin,  Rebaca,  Abigal,  wife  of  John 
Bediant,  and  "undutiful"  son,  William.  Sons  Thomas  and  James  were 
named  as  executors.  The  witnesses  were  James  Hudson,  Thomas  Sadler, 
and  Charles  Crosthwayt.  The  inventory,  dated  Nov.  15#  1724#  was 
made  by  Abraham  Nelson  and  Samuel  Elwell  (NJA  23:4^8). 

James  Walling,  of  Prince  George  County,  Md.,  on  April  10,  1747 
sold  to  Jacob  Elwell  less  than  200  acres  devised  to  him  by  Thomas 
Walling,  part  of  650  acres  Thomas  had  bought  of  Wm.  Allen,  Nov.  13# 

1718  (excepting  ^  acre  for  burying  ground).  Wm.  and  Witlock  Paullin 
and  Robert  Kelsay  were  witnesses  (SaD  B:754)»  (See  HTW  307*309,352, 
377). 

15.  THOMAS  (3)  ELWELL  1678-1722 

Thomas  (3)  Elwell,  born  April  26,  1678,  died  late  in  August  or 
early  in  September,  1722  (son  of  Thomas),  married  Susanna  -  -  -. 

On  Nov.  26,  1698,  a  deed  was  made  by  Benjamin  Acton  to  Samuel 
Bassett,  of  Salem  County,  husbandman,  for  150  acres  near  the  head  of 
Salem  Creek,  on  Chestnut  Run,  part  of  the  1500  acres  bought  of  Wm. 
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Hall,  April  29,  1695.  On  Jan.  19,  1699/1700,  Samuel  Bassett  assigned 
the  said  150  acres  to  Thomas  Allwell,  Junior ,  of  Salem  County,  husband¬ 
man  (NJA  21:625). 

On  Aug.  24,  1704,  a  deed  was  made  by  George  Gerrett  of  Pile  Grove 
Precinct,  Salem  County,  husbandman,  to  Thomas  Ellewell,  Junior,  of  the 
same  place,  carpenter,  for  25  acres,  part  of  200  acres  bought  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Acton,  Nov.  6,  1698  (NJA  21:64 .2).  This  land  was  described: 
Beginning  at  an  ash  tree  by  Chestnut  Run  marked  S.B.G.G.;  thence  north 
by  west  25lt  rods  to  red  oak  marked  T.E.;  thence  northeast  a  little 
north  200  rods  to  white  oak  T.E.;  thence  southeast  20  rods  to  white 
oak  T.E.;  thence  southwest  to  beginning.  (EA  16). 

The  above  are  probably  part  of  a  1500  acre  tract  which  William 
Hall,  on  April  29,  1695,  had  sold  to  Benjamin  Acton  (NJA  21:610). 

On  Feb.  5,  1701/2  Benjamin  Acton  sold  to  Thomas  Graves,  100  acres 
on  the  Northeast  side  of  the  main  branch  of  Salem  Creek,  between  Wm. 

Hall,  Tho.  Alewell,  and  the  Chestnut  Run  (NJA  21:632).  Thomas  was  on 
petit  juries  1709-1711. 

In  1715,  Thomas,  or  his  son,  was  an  Ensign  in  the  Pilesgrove 
Militia  under  Capt.  John  Loyde  (SJH  2:865). 

Thomas  (3),  of  Pilesgrove  Precinct,  made  his  will,  dated  Aug.  II4. , 
1722,  probated  Dec .  17 , 172l|. .  The  inventory  dated  Sept .10, 1722, made  by 
John  Loyd  and  Roger  Huckings,  list  a  Bible, other  books, and  debts  due 
by  Eph.  Seleys,  Wm.  Elwell,  Stephen  Simons,  and  Isaac  Sharp.  The  will 
devises  the  plantation  "whereon  I  now  dwell"  equally  to  his  sons,  Thomas 
and  Josiah,  but  his  wife  was  to  have  the  "improvements  of  the  plantation" 
during  her  widowhood, to  be  improved  for  the  "bringing  up  of  my  children'.' 
He  gave  to  each  of  the  "residue"  of  his  children  5  Pounds  to  be  paid  to 
them  when  of  age;  and  gave  to  son,  Thomas,  his  25  acres  of  cedar  swamp 
lying  on  or  near  the  branches  of  Morris  River.  The  wife,  Susanna,  and 
son,  Thomas,  were  appointed  executors,  and  qualified,  Dec. 17, 1724*  The 
testator  and  his  wife  signed  by  mark;  but  son,  Thomas  was  able  to  write 
his  name.  The  witnesses  to  the  will  were  Benjamin  Duvall,  John 
Garretson,  and  Edward  Plumsted  (NJA  23:1 54;  note  a). 

Because  of  the  failure  of  Thomas  (3)  to  name  all  of  his  children 
in  his  will  and  the  lack  of  Bible  statistics  or  other  records,  the 
number  and  names  of  his  children  cannot  be  definitely  stated,  but  he 
apparently  had:

22-  THOMAS  (4)  ELWELL  1705?-1753 


Thomas  (4)  Elwell,  of  Penns  Neck,  born  (ca)  1705,  or  a  little 
later,  son  of  Thomas  (3),  died  before  December  28,  1753  (NJA  32:106), 
wed  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Lambson  (SWRPN;  notes  b.  and  f.). 

Thomas  became  associated  with  the  Penns  Neck  Church  either  be¬ 
fore  or  after  he  married  Mary  Lambson,  perhaps  around  1730*  Cer¬ 
tainly  he  was  there  by  1743,  if  not  before  (SWRPN: 267;  NJA  30:335), 
and  he  remained  there  (SWRPN: 61;  NJA  32:289). 

Certificate  of  the  survey  of  land  by  order  of  Thomas  and  Josiah 
Elwell,  May  6,  1731,  which  Thomas  Elwell,  dec'd.,  purchased  Jan.  19, 
1699  (From  MS  book  of  Rev.  Thomas  Killingsworth ,  pastor  of  Cohansey 
Baptist  Church,  and  Judge  of  Salem  County  Court.  EL  16) 

Thomas  was  an  appraiser  in  1733  (NJA  30:375),  and  a  creditor  in 
1726-1738  (NJA  23:215). 

Thomas  and  wife  are  shown  in  the  census  of  the  lower  part  of 
Penns  Neck,  dated  May  26,  1745,  with  three  males  and  one  female  under 
16  years  (SCHS). 

Thomas  (4)  Elwell,  of  Penns  Neck,  died  intestate.  An  inventory 
was  made  December  28,  1753*  Mary  Elwell,  administrator,  gave  bond 
January  19,  1754»  the  sureties  being  Mathias  "Larabstone"  and  Thomas 
Penington,  all  of  Penns  Neck  (NJA  32:106). 

John  Marshall  wed  "Marg"  Elwell,  of  Penns  Neck  Nov.  19,  1754 
(SWRPN  311).  (Marg  could  really  be  Mary  in  the  original.) 
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John  Marshall  died  in  April,  1770,  leaving  a  will,  naming  his 
wife,  Mary.  Hance  Lambson  was  an  appraiser  (NJA  33 • 272). 

The  number  and  order  of  the  children  of  Thomas  (4)  has  not  been 
discovered,  however,  by  meagre  records,  supposition,  and  deduction, 
he  may  have  had:

Unfortunately  the  records  of  the  church  lack  information  from 
1728  to  1741  (SWRPN  33*  36,  256,  266).  The  church  became  Episcopal

"Deeds  in  possession  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Acton*  Deed  made  March  3* 

1794  between  John  Elwell,  of  Lower  Pens  Neck  in  the  Co.  of  Salem,  N.J. 
and  Joseph  Copner,  of  same  place  -  whereas  -  John  Marshall,  late  of 
Pens  Neck  in  Co.  afsd.  died  seized  of  three  several  tracts  of  land  in 
Pens  Neck  and  by  last  will  devised  said  land  to  hi3  step-son 
Annanias  Elwell  and  heirs  after  death  of  wife  Mary  -  .she  the  sd  Mary 
being  dec’d,  he,  the  sd.  Annanias  by  two  or  several  deeds  conveyed 
the  sd  land  to  Joseph  Copner,  the  1st  deed  bearing  date  26th  Dec.  1792 
(description);  the  2nd  deed  28th  day  of  1792.  This  indenture  wit- 
nesseth  that  the  said  John  Elwell  the  eldest  son  of  sd  Annanias 
Elwell.  Witnesses  -  Edmund  Wetherby;  2nd  witness  Undecipherable)." 

28.  THOMAS  (5)  ELWELL  -1759 

Thomas  (5)  Elwell,  of  Penns  Neck,  supposed  son  of  Thomas  (4)  died 
before  October  13,  1759,  intestate.  Evidence  that  he  married  has  not 
been  seen.  The  inventory  of  his  estate,  dated  October  13*  1759, 
includes  "half  of  a  shallop".  The  administrators  were  Joseph  and 
Samuel  Elwell;  and  on  Nov.  2,  1759,  John  Marshall  and  Earick  Gill 
Johnson,  were  his  sureties  (NJA  32:106). 

25.  JOHN  (4)  ELWELL  -1758 

John  (4)  Elwell,  died  in  April  1758,  supposed  son  of  Thomas  (3)* 
wed  Rachel  Garrison,  March  24*  1727  (GMNJ  3i+,  78).  Evidently  this 
John  was  not  a  son  of  William  (3)  Elwell,  or  John  (3)#  or  Samuel  (3)» 
therefore,  it  is  now  assumed  that  he  was  a  son  of  Thomas  (3)*  This 
appears  to  be  consistent  with  his  probable  birth  date.  John  (4)> 
like  Thomas  ( 3 ) » and  .Thomas  (2),  was  a  carpenter. 

Frederick  Garrison,  of  Piles  Grove  Precinct,  died  and  on  Jan.  9* 
1729,  an  inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  by  Clement  Hall  and  Samuel 
Elwell.  On  Jan.  13*  1729,  Elizabeth  Garrison  gave  bond  as  adminis¬ 
tratrix,  Elisha  Bassett  acting  as  surety.  On  Jan.  6,  1730*  an  account 
was  filed  showing  payment  of  debts  due  to  Elisha  Bassett,  (one)  John 
Elwell,  Harman  Richman,  John  Rutherford,  and  George  Ward  (NJA.  23:181). 

John  Elwell,  of  Pilesgrove,  carpenter,  made  a  will  dated  April 
15,  1758,  proved  May  2,  1758,  naming  his  wife,  Rachel,  and  the  children 
shown  below,  also  a  grandson,  Andrew  Lock.  Isaac  Sharp  was  a  witness. 
Inventory  by  Elisha  Bassett,  et  al.  (NJA  32:105.)  (Apparently  a 
daughter  married  twice  -  one  marriage  occurring  before  April  15*  1758 
to  a  man  named  Lock,  father  of  Andrew.  AN  39).

On  March  28,  1767*  Adam  Rutherford  and  Easter,  his  wife,  made  a 
mortgage  to  Joseph  Champneys,  Jr.  covering  135  acres  in  Pilesgrove, 
late  the  property  of  John  Elwell  (A: 11). 

3k.  JOHN  (5)  ELWELL  -1760 

John  (5)  Elwell,  of  Pilesgrove,  left  a  will  dated  Feb.  4>  1760, 
proved  March  13,  1760,  naming  his  mother,  Rachel,  and  his  sisters  as 
above,  and  giving  a  legacy  for  the  poor  of  Pilesgrove  Precinct.  He  had 
a  farm  of  300  acres.  Joseph  Chamblis  and  Daniel  Bassett  were  named 
as  executors,  and  Joseph  Champneys,  et  al,  were  witnesses.  The  in¬ 
ventory  dated  March  12,  1760,  was  made  by  Elisha  Bassett,  et  al 
(NJA  32:106). 

17.  WILLIAM  (3)  ELWELL  1682-1729 

William  (3)  Elwell,  born  April  8,  1682,  in  Gloucester,  Mass., 
died  early  in  1729*  was  a  son  of  Thomas  (2).  Presumably  he  married 
twice,  the  name  of  the  first  wife  not  being  known.  Apparently,  it 
was  he  who  wed  (2),  Ann  La  Shamet,  on  December  7,  1722,  at  the  Raccoon 
Creek  Church  (SWRPN  307 )•  There  is  no  evidence  that  William's  first 
wife  was  named  Ann,  and  no  evidence  that  Henry  Paullin  (1)  had  a 
daughter  named  Ann  (PF  11).  It  had  been  assumed  that  Ann,  named  in 
his  will  was  his  only  wife. 

William  was  a  witness  in  1709  (NJA  23:200). 

William  (3)  Elwell  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  John  Loyde's 
Company  of  Pilesgrove  Militia  in  1715*  (and  has  been  recognized  as  a 
qualifying  ancestor  by  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of 
New  Jersey). 

William  (3)  died  between  January  21,  1728/9  and  February  13* 
1728/9.  His  will  dated  Jan.  21,  1728/9,  proved  Feb.  17,  1729,  mentions 
his  wife,  Ann,  and  his  children  shown  below.  The  named  executor  was 
his  brother,  Samuel,  but  Ann  qualified.  Witness,  William  Bassett.- 
Inventory  Feb.  13,  1729  (NJA  23:154)*  His  children  were:

39.  JOHN  (I4.)  ELWELL  1717-1789 


John  (4)  Elwell  was  born  1717,  died  1789  (GMNJ  6:73)*  Because 
others  have  accepted  him  as  the  son  of  William  (3),  I  do  likewise. 

He  wed,  1st.,  in  1738,  Abigail  Sortel  (Sawtelle),  an  English  woman, 
born  Feb.  13,  1722,  died  July  31,  1763;  wed  2nd.,  and 

wed  3rd.,  possibly  a  Butler?  Note  1,  and  note  o. 

It  is  said  that  he  was  known  as  "Old  Great  John  of  Whig  Lane" 
(HHE).  He  was  buried  in  the  Baptist  churchyard  in  Daretown,  N.  J., 
and  is  generally  recognized  as  the  one  who  served  as  a  Sergeant  in 
the  New  Jersey  Militia  during  the  Revolution. 

John  Elwell  was  one  of  the  bondsmen  in  the  estate  of  Daniel 
Nelson,  1768  (NJA  33005;  AN  24). 

John  Elwell  of  Pitts  Grove,  left  a  will,  dated  July  6,  1787, 
proved  December  19,  1789.  The  inventory  dated  November  11,  1789 
was  made  by  Abraham  Elwell  and  Samuel  Nelson.  The  will  devises  to 
son  Alexander,  the  80  acres  "where  he  lives,  joining  Samuel  Elwell 
and  Henry  Paullin" jto  sons  Sawtelle,  Amariah,  Evin,  and  Ephraim  (a 
minor),  the  remainder  of  Testator's  lands;  and  gives  personal  property 
to  daughters,  Laurainy  and  Rebeka.  The  witnesses  were  John,  Samuel, 
and  Elizabeth  Nelson  (NJA  36:74;  AN  32). 

John  Elwell  owned  282^  acres.  Division  of  his  estate,  September 
Term  1795*  Commissioners,  Eleazer  Mayhew,  Benjamin  Van  Meter,  and 
Wm.  Alderman,  made  report  May  26,  1796.  Various  parcels  set  off  to 
son,  Alexander  Elwell  (80  acres),  and  to  Amariah,  Evan,  Ephraim, 
and  Sawtle  Elwell,  devisees.  Henry  and  David  Paullin,  Nehemiah 
Richman,  Samuel  Elwell  and  others  had  adjoining  land  (A:168). 

John  Elwell  devised  land  to  his  son,  Ephraim,  who  was  sold  out 
by  the  Sheriff.  The  land  adjoined  Joseph  Van  Meter,  Samuel  Nelson 
Evan  Elwell,  and  Samuel  Sarish.  On  March  5,  1814,  Christopher 
Morris  sold  it  to  Samuel  Nelson  and  David  Sithens  (SaW  R:368). 
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Zachariah  (5),  born  February  27,  1739,  died  young; 
Rebecca  (5),  born  February  7,  1741; 

Sawtelle  (5),  born  October  17,  1714-2; 

Rachel  (5),  born  September  8,  1744,  not  ln  will; 

Henry  (5),  born  April  21,  174-6,  not  in  will  -  did 
not  marry  -  killed  in  Indian  War; 

Sarah  (5),  born  March  13,  1750,  not  in  will; 

Amariah  (5),  born  June  6,  1753,  wed  Ann  (?)  (or 
Nancy);  in  Revolution; 

Elizabeth  (5),  born  Nov.  23,  17514-,  not  in  will  - 
did  not  marry; 

Alexander  (5),  born  July  22,  1756,  died  Aug.  2,  1808; 
Evan  (5),  born  April  6,  1758,  died  March  27,  1797; 
Lurany  (5),  born  May  20,  1760,  who  may  have  married 
a  Mr.  Nicholda  (GMNJ  2:127); 

Ellis  (5),  born  February  20,  1763,  wed  March  24, 

1784,  Ann  Cox  (GMNJ  2:123).  He  died  intestate  in 
1786  and  is  not  named  in  his  father’s  will  (See

Rebecca  (5)  Elwell,  born  Feb.  7,  1741>  wed  John  Richman  born 
Jan.  1,  1737*  They  had  children:  i.  William  born  1763;  ii. 
Catharine  born  1764,  wed  Mr.  Riley;  iii.  Rachel  born  1765  wed 
Mr.  Alderman;  iv.  David  born  1767  (not  married);  v.  Rhoda  born 
1768  wed  Mr.  Rambo;  vi.  Henry  born  Nov.  7,  1770  wed  Sarah  Mulford 
born  April  9,  1779;  vii.

45-  SAWTELLE  (5)  ELWELL  1742- 

Sawtelle  (5)  Elwell,  born  October  17,  1742,  died  after  October 
13,  1797,  son  of  John  (4),  married  (1)  Margaret  Elwell,  a  cousin, 
daughter  of  one  Richard  Elwell.  He  wed  (2),  before  October  1788, 

Mary  Cade,  widow  of  Dr.  Aaron  Friend  Cade  (Orphans  Court  record 
Gloucester  County  in  which  Elwell  has  been  copied  as  Huell). 

Dr.  Cade  died  in  1785  (NJA  35:68). 

Sawtelle  was  a  Captain  in  the  Revolution. 

He  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  Jacob  Elwell,  dated  Sept.  13, 
1773  (NJA  39:152).  Note  a.  He  signed  the  petition  of  Robert 
Whitaker  for  an  inn  (Pine  Tavern)  in  Woolwich  Township,  Gloucester 
County,  June  10,  1766  or  1776  (NJSP  1929:66;  CSB  142). 

After  August  2,  1775,  and  before  Jan.  31,  1784,  Sawtelle  bought 
a  grist  mill  from  the  estate  of  William  Morgan  of  Gloucester  County. 
John  Nelson  witnessed  the  Morgan  will  (NJA  34 : 357;  35:281).  Sawtelle 
Elwell,  Esq.  of  Woolwich  Twp.,  and  "Margret”,  his  wife,  on  Jan.  31, 
1784,  sold  to  Josiah  Foster,  Esq.,  120  acres  partly  in  Salem  and 
partly  in  Gloucester  Counties,  with  grist  mill,  dwelling,  barns,  etc. 
Abraham  Nelson,  Jr.,  e't  al  were  witnesses  (G1D  A:121;  SaD  A:9).  He 
received  damage  from  refugees  before  Oct.  6,  1779  (0GC  3:296).  He 
was  a  bondsman  in  the  estate  of  Andrew  Richman  June  17,  1782  (NJA 
35:326);  and  he  was  a  witness  April  24,  1790  (NJA  36:90).  Before 
1816,  he  sold  (no  date  given)  with  wife,  Mary,  to  Samuel  Nelson  a 
half  interest  in  17.20  acres  '(mill  pond,  etc.)  (AN  32;  SaD  T:257). 

In  1790,  Sawtelle  made  two  mortgages  covering  82  acres  where 
he  dwelt,  of  the  plantation  in  Salem  County,  ^  of  which  was  devised 
to  him  by  his  father,  John  (A:213,  216).  He  signed  a  petition 
October  13,  1797,  hence  died  after  that  date  (NJA  38:121).  No  record 
of  his  estate  has  been  found  in  NJA  or  in  Salem,  Gloucester,  or 
Cumberland  Counties. 


Sawtelle  (5)  apparently  had  children:  Abigail,  who  wed  Samuel 
Sarish  Dec.  19,  1792;  Gameliel,  who  burned  to  death  while  young; 
Gameliel?  died  young;  William;  Mary  who  died  young  of  smallpox 
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(EA  40,  41). 

Abigail  (6)  had  a  child,  Abigail,  born  March  31*  lQli-j-*  who  wed 
(1)  Elijah  Richman,  and  (2),  Norton  Nicholls.  A  child,  Achsah 
Richman  married  John  Krom  (EA  I4.I ) . 

^9.  AMARIAH  (5)  ELWELL  1753-1820? 

Araariah,  born  June  6,  1753 ,  son  of  John  (4),  married  Annl  He 
was  appointed  guardian  in  1797  (See  Evan). 

The  following  quoted  information  written  by  Henry  Howard  Elwell, 
Sr.,  of  Galvaston,  Texas,  was  sent  to  me  by  Albert  R.  Elwell  (ARE). 

"Amariah  (5)  Elwell  was  the  seventh  child  of  Old  Great  John 
Elwell.  An  interesting  coincidence  is  that  his  grandson  Amariah,  our 
grandfather,  was  also  a  seventh  child.  He  was  born  June  6,  1753  at 
Pittsgrove  Salem  Co.  New  Jersey.  He  was  married  first  to  Margaret 
Fox,  and  later  to  Sarah  Fox,  his  first  wife's  brother's  widow.  As  we 
cannot  find  a  record  of  this  marriage  in  the  N.  J.  records,  and  since 
a  letter  from  his  grandson  Elijah  to  Rev.  Jacob  Elwell  in  1887  says 
that  Margaret  Fox  was  a  Dutch  woman,  I  consider  it  highly  probable 
that  he  may  have  gone  out  of  the  state,  say  into  Penn,  to  marry. 

This  seems  all  the  more  probable  because  he  later  proved  himself  quite 
a  traveler,  moving  first  to  Ohio  and  later  to  Indiana.  The  date  of 
his  death  is  as  yet  undetermined,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  it  to 
have  been  in  1820  or  21.  He  died  on  his  farm  near  Liberty  in  Union 
Co-  Indiana,  and  was  buried  on  his  farm  as  was  also  his  son  David.  He 
sired  two  children,  order  uncertain.  However  I  am  convinced  that 
David  was  the  older.  Children:

"John  (6)  Elwell  was  born  in  Salem  Co.  N.  J.  April  29,  1787*  He 
moved  with  his  father  to  Hamilton  Butler  Co.  Ohio  at  the  age  of  16, 
and  later  followed  his  father  to  Union  Co.  Indiana.  He  went  back  to 
Butler  Co.  Ohio  to  marry  Anna  Deneen  or  De  Neen,  born  Butler  Co.  Ohio, 
Sept,  llj.,  1786,  died  near  Danville,  Ill.,  Dec.  3,  1857*  He  died 
Harveysburg,  Ind.  May  10,  1856.  Married  1807*  Moved  to  Liberty  Union 
Co.  Ind.  the  same  year.  Moved  to  Fountain  Co.  Ind.  in  I83I. 

Children:  i.  James  (7),  born  1808  died  1833*  ii*  Elisebeth  born 
May  12,  1812.  iii.  Charlotte  bom  April  14,  1814  died  three  weeks,

"Amariah  (7)  Elwell  was  bom  in  Union  Co.  Ind.  Jan.  16,  1822, 
died  near  Yeddo,  Indiana  Jan.  27,  1804.  First  married  Ann  Caroline 
Sines,  March  18,  1847*  She  was  born  in  Ross  Co.,  Ohio,  Jan.  6,  1828, 
died  near  Yeddo,  Ind.,  May  25,  1874*  Married  a  second  time  in  1875 
to  a  widow,  Mrs.  Rayphole.  Nine  children  were  born  to  the  first  union 
and  one  to  the  second.  Children:  i.  Malissa  R.  born  near  Yeddo, 

Nov.  5,  I846.  ii.  Mary  Ann  Sines,  born  July  2,  1848.  iii.  Sylvester 
Hamilton,  bom  Oct.  12,  1849,  died  July  15,  1918.  iv.  John,  born 
Sept.  26,  1852.  v.  Jane  Sines  bom  Jan.  14,  1856.  vi.  Malinda 
Sines  bom  Jan.  13,  1859*  vii.  Amanda  born  June  30,  1861.  viii. 

Julia  Emma  bom  Jan.  28,  1865*  ix.  Joseph  Howard  Grant  (Grant  Sines) 
bom  Oct.  2,  1868.  x.

"I  shall  end  this  abridged  genealogy  at  this  point  for  the 
present.  I  thank  those  of  you  that  have  taken  the  trouble  to  send  me 
requested  infomation  regarding  your  marriage  dates  and  the  birth 
dates  of  your  children.  These  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  complete  genealogy  which  I  shall  put  out  in  the  future. 
However  there  are  still  a  number  of  you  that  have  not  responded  with 
this  information  and  I  can't  put  in  what  I  have  not  got. 

"I  also  have  vital  statistics  on  the  lateral  branches  down  to 
the  fifth  generation  from  the  original  Robert  Elwell,  and  will  be  glad 
to  send  individual  information  where  desired. 

"The  census  of  1790  reports  Elwell  heads  of  families  residing 
as  follows:

"At  present  descendants  of  Robert  Elwell  are  to  be  found  in  al¬ 
most  every  part  of  the  country,  east  and  west,  north  and  south.  (A 
second  Elwell  immigrant,  who  came  from  England  during  the  Revolution, 
has  descendants  in  western  New  York;  while  the  descendants  of  a  third, 
who  is  said  to  have  come  from  Ireland  about  fifty  years  ago,  live  in 
Pennsylvania. )  For  some  years  now  an  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain 
data  of  all  these  families." 

On  April  25*  1805,  Amariah  Elwell,  of  Pittsgrove,  sold  to  James 
Garrison  60  acres  which  had  descended  to  him  as  a  child  of  John 
Elwell  (SaD  1:73). 


5l.  ALEXANDER  (5)  ELWELL  1756-1808 


Alexander  (5)  Elwell,  born  July  22,  1758,  died  August  2,  1808, 
son  of  John  (4),  married  on  September  26,  1782,  Elizabeth  Howes  (or 
House),  born  June  26,  1759,  died  August  2,  1822  (GMNJ  2:105;  PaSAR 
1955:381).  See  note  j. 

Alexander,  of  Pitts  Grove,  died  intestate.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate,  dated  Aug.  17,  1808,  was  made  by  Samuel  Nelson  and  Samuel 
Elwell,  Sr.,  and  was  sworn  to  by  Henry  and  Samuel  Elwell,  administra¬ 
tors,  Sept.  4*  1809  (NJA  14.0:117). 

At  the  September  Term  l8l0  of  the  Orphans  Court,  a  Division  of 
the  estate  was  begun,  culminating  in  a  final  decree  at  the  September 
Term  l8ll.  Parcels  were  set  off  to  the  heirs  (probably  not  all 
children).  Owners  of  adjoining  lands  were,  James  Richman,  Joel  Elwell 
Henry  Paullin,  and  James  Harris,  Samuel  Elwell  and  Wm.

I  believe  that  John  (3) 
lived  and  died  in  the  present  Upper  Pittsgrove  Township.  The  failure 
of  John  (3)  Elwell,  and  of  others  in  the  family,  to  make  wills  and 
the  absence  of  church  statistics  for  critical  periods,  represent 
considerable  handicaps. 

An  important  clue  concerning  his  wife  is,  however,  gleaned  from 
the  will  of  Henry  Paullin  (2)  printed  in  PF  at  page  14.  Henry  re¬ 
fers  to  his  nephew,  John  Elwell,  son  of  his  sister.  This  establishes 
the  fact  that  a  Paullin  girl  had  married  an  Elwell  man,  and  the  dates 


show  that  he  was  of  the  third  generation.  Thus  the  identity  of  John 
Elwell  is  important  in  that  it  would  disclose  the  first  name  of  his 
mother,  clearly  a  Paullin,  and  the  first  name  of  his  father,  obvious¬ 
ly  an  Elwell. 

Since  there  were  only  four  men  in  the  Elwell  family  of  the  third 
generation,  namely,  Thomas,  William,  John,  and  Samuel,  it  must  have 
been  one  of  them  who  married  a  Paullin  girl.  John  Elwell  of  the 
fourth  generation  is  the  key  to  the  solution  of  the  problem.  Who  were 
his  parents?  It  seems  the  identification  must  come  partly  by  means 
of  elimination  and  deduction. 

A  close  study  suggests  that, 

THOMAS  (3)  is  eliminated  for  lack  of  proof,  and  because  his 
supposed  son,  John,  died  in  April,  1 758,  before  Henry 
Paullin  made  his  will; 

WILLIAM  (3)-  Direct  proof  of  his  first  marriage  is,  of  course, 
lacking.  The  names  of  his  first  wife  (both  Christian  and 
surname),  who  apparently  died  young,  have  not  been  re¬ 
covered,  my  previous  view  having  been  offered  as  a  tenta¬ 
tive  assumption  (PP  15,16).  William  may  still  be  given 
tentative  consideration  because  he  had  a  son,  John,  (who 
survived  and  who  was  a  married  adult  with  a  family  when 
Henry  Paullin  made  his  will); 

JOHN  (3)  is  the  most  likely.  The  fact  of  a  male  Slwell-f emale 
Paullin  marriage  shown  by  Henry’s  will  coincides  with 
the  evidence  that  one  Hannah  (somebody)  married  John  (3) 
Elwell  (whose  eldest  son  was  named  John  and  was  living), 
and  suggests  rather  clearly  that  John  (4 )  Elwell  was  the 
Paullin  beneficiary,  ergo,  Hannah  may  have  been  a  Paullin. 

My  consequent  assignment  to  the  fourth  generation  of  that 
John  who  wed  Rachel  Garrison  is  given  color  by  the  date  of 
their  marriage  (1727).  See  page  6. 

SAMUEL  (3)  is  a  possibility  within  the  above  framework,  if,  and 
only  if,  Samuel's  posthumous  child  was  a  son,  and  was  named 
John,  of  which  no  proof  has  been  found.  He,  if  living, 
would  have  been  an  orphan,  16  years  of  age,  probably  with¬ 
out  substantial  assets,  when  Henry  Paullin  (2)  made  his  • 
will  in  1758  (PP  14). 

That  Hannah  did  marry  an  Elwell  is  shown  by  her  will  below.  By 
reference  to  Thomas  (3)»  William  (3)*  and  Samuel  (3)*  it  seems  ob¬ 
vious  that  this  Hannah  did  not  marry  any  of  them,  hence  I  assume 
that  she  married  John  (3)  Elwell.  This  is  apparently  confirmed  by 
the  circumstances  mentioned  below. 

John  Elwell  was  a  private  in  the  Pilesgrove  Militia  in  1715* 
under  the  command  of  Capt.  John  Loyde  (3JH  2:865),  and  a  witness  to 
the  will  of  Thomas  Standford  in  1722  (NJA  23:438). 

In  a  deed  dated  Sept.  8,  1724,  John  Elwell 's  land  is  mentioned 
adjoining  land  (on  a  branch  of  Salem  Creek  adjoining  land  of  Wm. 

Allen)  sold  by  Thomas  Kelley  to  James  Wiggins  (UD  137). 

John  (3)  and  Hannah  Elwell,  along  with  Charles  Crosthwayt,  wit¬ 
nessed  the  will  of  William  Husson  (Hutssen)  on  Jan.  22,  1720/1. 

Samuel  Elwell  and  William  Paullin  made  the  Husson  inventory  Aug.  6, 
1722  (NJA  23:250).  Samuel  was  apparently  John's  brother,  and  William, 
Hannah's  brother. 

John  Elwell  (3),  yeoman,  having  died  intestate,  Robert  Jenkins 
was  appointed  administrator  June  11,  1737  (NJA  30:165)-  Apparently 
the  need  for  administration  was  not  urgent? 

Obviously  Hannah  (Elwell  widow)  married  (2),  before  1732,  a 
Jenkins,  probably  Robert. 

Hannah  Jenkins,  of  Penns  Neck,  widow,  left  a  will  dated  July  29, 
1760,  naming  her  eldest  son,  John  Elwell,  a  daughter-in-law,  Mary 
Elwell,  a  son-in-law,  John  Poag,  a  son,  Isaac  Elwell,  and  also  sons, 
Treviss  and  Nicholas  Jenkins  (NJA  33:218).  (John  was  probably  named 
for  his  father. ) 

"Trevis  Jenkins,  son  of  Robert  and  Hannah  Jenkins,  born  May  12, 
1732.  Nicholas  Jenkins,  son  of  same,  born  July  16,  1738.  'The  above 
record  of  births  were  copied  from  a  sheet  of  paper  loaned  to  me  by 
Jas.  Elwell  now  of  Camden  at  Rail  Road  Ferry  and  has  the  appearance 
of  being  original  record.  Nov.  1,  1851.  T.  B.  Wood,  Camden,  N.J.'" 

ELP  158;  EA  43). 

In  1770,  Treviss  Jenkins  made  a  mortgage  on  5  of  173  acres  (h:46) 

Nicholas  Jenkins  of  Lower  Penns  Neck,  had  a  cousin,  Joseph  Elwell 
according  to  Nicholas'  will,  dated  June  25,  1738.  Margaret  Elwell 
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was  a  witness  to  the  will.

(4)  Elwell.  But  see  Note  i. 

121.  JOSEPH  (4)  ELWELL  -1758 


Joseph  (4)  Elwell  of  Penns  Neck  died  in  October  1758,  probable 
son  of  John  (3)#  married  Mary  Jaquet  in  June  1748  at  Old  Swedes 
Church,  Wilmington,  Delaware  (HTW  397).  She  was  born  March  14,  1724 
(J  160;  EA  43;  note  f). 

I  have  assigned  Joseph  (4)  Elwell  as  a  son  of  John  (3)  because 
of  these  circumstances: 

a.  Thomas’  son  John  had  died  before  Hannah  made  her  will; 

b.  Hannah  Elwell- Jenkins  named  Mary  as  a  daughter-in-law; 

c.  Hannah  named  a  son,  John,  and  a  daughter,  Hannah; 

d.  The  daughter,  Hannah  Elwell- Jaquett  named  a  child, 

Joseph.  (See  below). 

Joseph  Elwell  was  an  appraiser  in  1750  for  the  estate  of  Margaret 
Callahan  of  Penns  Neck  (NJA  30:82). 

Joseph  Elwell  was  a  son-in-law  of,  and  an  executor  of  the  estate 
of,  John  Jaquat,  1747,  who  had  a  son  Paul,  a  son  Peter  (land  adjoin¬ 
ing  Daniel  Garrison),  a  son  Hance  (18  years),  a  son,  Joseph  (16 
years),  and  daughters  Rebecca  Jaquat  and  Mary  Elwell  (NJA  30:262). 

Joseph  Elwell  was  a  witness  and  an  appraiser  in  the  estate  of 
Peter  Jaquat  in  1748  (NJA  30:262);  and  Mary  Elwell,  Hance  Jaquat,  and 
Samuel  Whitehorne  were  witnesses  to  the  will  of  Paul  Jaquat,  March  9, 
1756  (NJA  32:175). 

Joseph  Elwell  of  Perns  Neck  Twp.,  died  intestate,  and  an  inven¬ 
tory  was  made  by  Samuel  Whitehorne,  et  al,  Oct.  28,  1758.  On  Nov. 

18,  1758,  Mary  Elwell,  his  widow,  administratrix,  gave  bond,  Hance 
Jaquett,  being  surety  (NJA  32:106). 

Mary  Elwell,  of  Penns  Neck,  widow,  died  intestate,  and  on  May 
18,  1763*  Hance  Jaquat  was  appointed  administrator  (NJA  332131). 

Joseph  and  Mary  probably  had  children:

John  owned  real  estate  in  Lower  Penns  Neck.  He  died  intestate. 
On  Aug.  25*  1797 ,  Joseph  Elwell  was  appointed  administrator  (NJA  38: 
122).  Joseph  Elwell,  administrator  of  John  Elwell,  was  authorized 
in  l800  and  1801,  by  the  Orphans  Court  to  make  sales  of  land  (A:327, 
350,394).

On  July  28,  1797 >  Joseph  Elwell  of  Lower  Penns  Neck  Township, 
purchased  from  the  Sheriff,  who  sold  upon  a  judgment  recovered  by 
Bratherwait  Tuft,  Jr.,  against  Joseph  Elwell  and  a  levy  upon  52g  acres 
in  said  township,  adjoining  John  Jaquett  and  Jacob  Pedrick  (SaD  VV : 
281). 

On  June  1,  1802,  George  More  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  sold  to  Joseph 
Elwell,  of  Lower  Penns  Neck,  29^  acres  in  that  township,  adjoining 
Hance  Jaquett  (SaD  E:245);  and  on  June  12,  1802,  Joseph  Elwell  and 
Margaret,  his  wife,  of  Lower  Penns  Neck  Twp.  sold  land  in  that  town- 
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3hip  to  Mary  Summers  (SaD  E:247)» 

On  June  3,  1802,  Joseph  Elwell,  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
John  Elwell  sold  to  George  Moore,  woodland  in  Lower  Penns  Neck  Town¬ 
ship  pursuant  to  an  order  of  court  dated  Aug.  28,  1800  (SaD  F:64). 

On  Sept.  27,  1802,  in  his  will  Hance  Jaquett  mentioned  adjoining 
land  of  Joseph  Elwell.  The  inventory  of  Feb.  15 »  1804,  was  made  by 
Joseph  Elwell  and  Daniel  Garrison;  and  Joseph  Elwell  was  an  appraiser 
in  the  estate  of  Peter  Jaquett,  May  30,  1804  (NJA  39:214-1). 

On  April  22,  1803,  Joseph  Elwell,  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  of 
Lower  Penns  Neck,  sold  to  Joseph  Jaquett,  land  in  that  township.  The 
deed  was  acknowledged  Sept.  22,  1804  (SaD  00:14-81). 

On  March  15,  10214-,  Paskell  Elwell,  executor  under  the  will  of 
Hannah  Newcomb  sold  to  Benjamin  Gri scorn  land  in  Lower  Penns  Neck 
(SaD  DD:258j  and  on  Sept.  21,  1825,  Paschall  Elwell  and  Andrew  Tindall, 
administrators  of  Elijah  Tindall,  sold  to  Ephraim  Lloyd  land  in  that 
township  (SaD  DD:530). 

Joseph  Elwell  having  died,  Paschall  Elwell  was  appointed  adminis¬ 
trator  in  1826  (Salem  Co.  C:5l);  and  John  Pedrick  was  appointed  ad¬ 
ministrator  d.b.n.  in  1831  ( C : 339 ) • 

Paschall  Elwell  left  a  will  dated  Jan.  15,  1831,  naming  his 
sisters,  Judith  and  Rachel,  and  appointing  them  and  Joseph  Jaquett,  Esq. 
as  executors  (SaW  C:I(.27). 

On  Feb.  3,  1831,  Joseph  Jaquett,  Judith  and  Rachel  Elwell,  execu¬ 
tors  of  the  estate  of  Paschal  Elwell  sold  to  Wra.  A.  Dick,  20f  acres 
in  Lower  Penns  Neck  (SaD  MM: 162);  and  on  Sept.  1,  1832  the  same 
executors  sold  to  John  Pedrick  68  acres  in  that  township  (SaD  NN:235)« 

On  Jan.  1,  1839,  Samuel  Garrison,  assignee  of  Isaac  Pedrick,  sold 
to  George  Peterson  and  Rachel,  his  wife,  and  Judith  Elwell,  land  in 
Lower  Penns  Neck  Twp.,  which  Isaac  Pedrick  and  wife,  Mary,  had  mort¬ 
gaged  to  Judith  and  Rachel  Elwell  on  April  11,  1837*  Rachel  wed 
George  Peterson  (SaD  UU : 359 ) . 

Judith  Elwell  born  July  27,  1795  died  Oct.  9,  1864  (St.  George's 
Episcopal  Churchyard,  Penns  Neck. ) 

On  Feb.  23,  I808,  David  Myres  and  Rebecca,  his  wife,  sold  to 
Jesse  Elwell  (6),  a  tract  of  land  (SaD  0:31+8);  on  April  2,  1810,  Isaac 
Elwell,  and  Margret,  his  wife,  of  Upper  Alloways  Creek  sold  to  Jesse 
Elwell,  of  Lower  Penns  Neck  Twp.,  land  in  that  township,  which  he  had 
inherited  as  a  son  of  John  Elwell  (SaD  0:34-8);  and  on  Aug.  2,  1811, 

Jesse  Elwell  of  the  township  of  Lower  Penns  Neck  sold  to  John  Tuft, 

Esq.,  part  of  the  real  estate  his  father,  John,  had  left  (SaD  0:454) • 

Jesse  Elwell  died,  and  an  inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  June 
7,  1817.  Joseph  Jaquett  was  made  administrator  (NJA  4-2: 147 )• 

Jesse  (6)  left  a  son, 

Josiah  (7)  Elwell,  was  evidently  misnamed  "Jesse"  in  the  Jaquett 
Genealogy,  because  on  March  9,  1846,  Josiah  Elwell  and  Lydia  Ann,  his 
wife,  sold  60  acres,  i.a.,  adjoining  Peter  Jaquett,  which  he  had 
received  from  his  grandfather,  John  Elwell  (SaD  3:366).  They  had  two 
sons,  John  (8)  and  Samuel  (8). 

John  (8)  married  Georgianna  Pedrick  and  had  children: 

i.  Emma  C.  (9),  who  wed  John  Whitesell,  son  of  Amos,  and 
had  a  daughter,  Grace  (10); 

ii.  Samuel  Elwell; 

iii.  Matilda,  who  wed  Joseph  Smith  of  Maryland; 

iv.  Nettie  Elwell.  (J  170). 

Peter  Jaquet  married  Hanna  Elwell  (5)  on  Feb.  15,  1770  (SWRPN 
315;  J  157),  and  had  a  son,  Joseph,  born  in  1778  (EL  14). 

A  judgment  was  entered  for  Hannah  Jaquett,  et  al,  versus  Joseph 
Elwell,  administrator  of  the  estate  of  John  Elwell.  As  a  result,  the 
Sheriff  sold  11  acres  (plus)  in  Lower  Penns  Neck  Twp.  fronting  on 
the  Delaware  River,  by  deed  dated  June  4»  1798  (SaD  3:506). 

20.  SAMUEL  (3)  ELWELL  16887-1740 

Samuel  Elwell,  born  perhaps  around  1688/9  died  early  in  1739/40, 
is  generally  regarded  as  the  son  of  Thomas  (2).  His  wife  was  named 
Tamzen  -  -  -  who  died  after  her  husband.  Miriam  Standford  in  her 
will  made  a  gift  to  Samuel  (3)  Elwell,  the  husband  of  Tamzen;  and 
gifts  to  Tamzen' s  eldest  son,  Jacob  (4)»  and  her  granddaughter  Rachel 
Elwell;  and  she  appointed  Henry  Paullin  and  Samuel  Elwell  to  be  the 
executors.  John  Wallin  was  a  witness  (NJA  23:  438;  note  a;  PF  5,10). 
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The  written  memorandum  at  the  Salem  County  Historical  Society 
to  the  effect  that  Samuel  (3)  Elwell  married  his  first  cousin  (Tamson) 
is  not  a  Bible  record.  Mrs.  Alice  E.  Ray  Coutch  of  Salem,  N.  J.,  now 
51;  years  of  age,  states  that  this  tradition  was  related  by  her  mother. 
There  is  no  proof,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  not  so,  and  that 
there  has  been  a  confusion  of  the  generations  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
son  of  Samuel  (3),  namely  Samuel  (£(.),  did  marry  his  first  cousin, 
Susanna,  as  shown  below.  It  seems  clear  that  the  tradition  is  correct, 
but  the  generation  wrong. 

Samuel  Elwell  sold  to  Isaac  Davis,  June  19,  1713#  160  acres,  as 
recited  in  SNJ  AD:424*  The  Elwells  and  the  Nelsons  were  immediate 
neighbors  (AN  9,32). 

Samuel  was  a  sergeant  in  the  Pilesgrove  militia  of  1715  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  John  Loyde  (SJH  2:865). 

Samuel  Elwell  was  chosen  to  assist  Miriam  Standford  as  executrix, 
and  he  was  selected  as  one  of  the  judges  of  the  conduct  of  a  negro 
man,  in  the  will  of  Thomas  Standford,  dated  Nov.  26,  1722,  witnessed 
by  John  Elwell,  et  al  (NJA  23:438;  PF  9,10). 

Samuel  Elwell  was  an  appraiser  in  the  estate  of  Thomas  Wallings 
Nov.  15#  1721+,  and  with  Henry  Paullin,  was  an  appraiser  in  the  estate 
of  Samuel  Weslake  May  5#  1726  (NJA  23:488,498). 

Samuel  Elwell  was  appraiser  in  several  estates  in  1726,  1729, 

1730,  1732,  and  1739  (NJA  23:181,297;  30:134,143,307,511)  •  At  diff¬ 
erent  times  the  co-appraisers  were  John  Davis,  Henry  Paullin,  Abraham 
Nelson  (AN  27). 

On  Feb.  29,  1731,  a  township  line  was  established  between  Piles¬ 
grove  and  Mannington,  running  along  Richman's  Branch  of  Alloway  Creek, 
and  a  road  running  from  Samuel  Smith’s  land  to  Samuel  Elwell' s  mill, 
etc.  (SaD  AAA:1I;0). 

Samuel  (3)  Elwell,  of  Pilesgrove  Twp.,  yeoman,  made  his  will, 
dated  Jan.  5,  1739/14-0,  proved  Feb.  16,  1739  (O.S.)  giving  his  wife, 
Tamzen,  the  use  of  the  plantation  during  her  widowhood,  and  giving  the 
grist  mill  and  land,  to  be  60  acres,  "where  he  lives"  to  son  Jacob; 
giving  100  acres  of  land  on  the  best  end  of  the  plantation  to  his  son, 
Samuel,  after  his  wife's  decease;  giving  to  son,  Abraham,  "all  the 
remainder  part  of  my  sd  plantation  which  not  heretofore  named  or  men¬ 
tioned"  after  his  wife's  decease;  giving  money  to  daughters,  Rachel, 
wife  of  Wm.  Brick,  Susanna,  wife  of  John  Ray,  Elizabeth,  Tamzen, 

Coziah  (under  18),  Phebe  (under  18),  Molley  (under  18),  Tobitha  (under 
18),  and  an  expected  child;  giving  his  cedar  swamp  to  all  children; 
and  directing  his  executors  to  sell  "a  small  quantity  of  land  sup¬ 
posed  to  contain  fifty  acres  purchased  by  me  of  William  Paulin".  The 
witnesses  were  Matthew  Brown  (a  Quaker),  John  Elwell,  John  Mulford, 
and  Jacob  Richman  (Note  a).  The  inventory  dated  Feb.  6,  1739/40, 
made  by  William  Paullin  and  Abraham  Nelson,  was  sworn  to  on  Feb.  16, 
1739/40.  The  executors,  wife  Tamzen,  and  son,  Jacob,  qualified  Feb. 
16,1739/14-0  (NJA  30:166;  note  a).  (Cf.  NJA  30:69).

JACOB  (I4.)  ELWELL  1714-1773 


Jacob  (4)  Elwell,  born  in  1714*  died  Sept.  26,  1773>  son  of 
Samuel  (3),  married  Catherine  Du  Bois,  born  in  Ulster  County,  N.Y., 
Sept.  10,  1716,  died  Aug.  26,  1796  (GMNJ  6:73)>  daughter  of  Barent 
Du  Bois  and  his  wife,  Jacomyntje  Du  Bois  (NG  14,15).  His  tombstone 
is  in  the  Dare town  Baptist  cemetery.  He  had  been  a  constituted  member 
of  the  Baptist  church  (EA). 

Jacob  Elwell  was  an  appraiser  in  the  estate  of  John  Rose,  March 
21,  1755*  and  the  executor  of  the  estate  of  William  Alderman,  Sept.  11 
1758  (NJA  32:8,  274)*  Jacob,  David,  and  Joel  Elwell  witnessed  the 
will  of  Elizabeth  Davis  Sept.  10,  1760  (NJA  33*106).  Jacob  was  also 
appraiser  1762,  1765,  1767,. and  1770  (NJA  33:122,123,182,308,436). 

A  road  was  laid  out  passing  across  the  property  of  Jacob  Elwell 
Feb.  12,  1772.  Some  of  the  Surveyors  were,  David  Du  Bois,  Cornelius 
Newkirk,  Jacob  Paullin,  aid  Samuel  Bassett  (SaD  AB:l8;  AN:9).

in  Pittsgrove  on  the  south  side  of  the  mill  pond  and  the  other  \  of 
the  grist  mill;  Jonathan  to  be  sent  to  school  for  six  months;  dau¬ 
ghters  Rhody  and  Rachel.  Sons,  David  and  Samuel  were  appointed  as 
executors,  and  Samuel  qualified  Feb.  11,  1802.  The  witnesses  were 
Wm.  Ray,  Sawtel  Elwell,  and  John  Nelson.  John  Nelson  was  the 
scrivener  (AN:30).  See  note  a.  The  inventory  dated  Get.  20,  1773 
was  made  by  Joseph  Cbampneys  and  John  Mayhew  (NJA  39:152). 

In  1774  the  account  of  Rebecca  Champneys,  administratrix  of  the 
estate  of  Joseph  Champneys  shows  she  paid  a  debt  due  by  the  Champneys 
estate  to  Samuel  (5)  Elwell,  executor  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Elwell, 
deceased.

Mary  received  40a  acres;  Sarah  received  20  acres;  and  Amelia  received 
her  share.  The  deeds  were  witnessed  by  Sarah  Elwell  and  Samuel  Nelson 
(SaD  AA:2l8,219,221,223 ) .  Elenor  Elwell,  widow,  released  her  dower 
in  180  acres  unto  the  four  children  on  Oct.  15,  1 822  (SaD  AA:250). 

Samuel  (6)  Elwell  sold  his  62  acres  to  Isaac  Johnson  on  Oct.  13, 
1822.  The  deed  named  his  wife,  Mary,  but  she  did  not  sign,  probably 
because  she  could  not  have  "dower  on  dower".  The  deed  was  witnessed 
by  Samuel  Nelson  (SaD  AA:25l). 

153.  SAMUEL  (6)  ELWELL  1775-1875 

Samuel  (6)  Elwell,  born  May  6,  1775  near  Daretown,  died  March  25, 
1875,  at  Fairfield,  Franklin  County,  Indiana,  son  of  Samuel  (5) 

Elwell,  wed  (1),  in  February  1797  Mary  Johnson,  and  wed  (2 )  -  -  - 
Hus ted  (SFC  115). 

The  issue  of  May  12,  1875  of  the  National  Standard,  a  newspaper 
published  at  Salem,  N .  J.  carried  the  death  notice: 

"March  28,  1875  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  Franklin  Co. 
Indiana,  Samuel  Elwell,  Esq.  aged  99  years,  10  mo.  &  22  days. 

"Mr.  Elwell  was  born  March  6th,  1775  at  what  was  then  call¬ 
ed  Elwell' s  Mill,  near  Daretown,  Salem  Co.,  N.  J.,  emigrated  to 
Indiana  in  1817,  and  settled  in  what  was  then  called  the  DuBois 
or  Jersey  settlement.  His  first  wife  was  a  sister  to  Isaac 
Johnson  (old  Sheriff  Isaac  Johnson  as  he  was  commoly  called). 

They  had  three  children,  one  son  and  three  daughters. 

The  son  never  married,  having  died  a  few  years  after  settling 
in  the  West.  One  daughter  married  Eleazer  Rose,  and  the  other 
David  Dubois.  Mrs.  Dubois  is  now  a  widow.  Mrs.  Rose  died  some 
years  ago.  Mr.  Elwell 's  second  wife  was  a  widow  of  Nero  Ogden, 
who  emigrated  from  Fairfield,  Cumberland  Co.,  N.  J.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Husted,  a  sister  to  David  Husted,  now  living  in  Hope- 
well  Township,  near  Bridgeton,  N.  J.  *  * 

"Mr.  Elwell  retained  his  faculties  until  about  Ljj  years 
before  his  death,  and  always  kept  up  a  correspondence  with  his 
relatives  and  intimate  friends,  in  which  he  has  informed  them  of 
having  seen  George  Washington  several  times  when  a  boy. 
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He  remembered  (as  stated  in  his  last  letter,  dated  March  8,  1873) 
the  burning  of  General  Sharp’s  house  by  the  English,  near  Sharp- 
town,  he  then  being  but  5  years  old.  *  *  *  His  last  visit  to  this 
county  was  in  1861.  He  has  stated  that  his  father  took  iiim  to 
see  the  Liberty  Pole  raised  at  the  old  Pole  Tavern,  the  first 
pole  raised  in  the  county,  hence  the  name.  Mr.  Elwell  was  a 
popular  citizen  of  Pittsgrove;  held  a  commission  as  a  Captain  in 
the  Whiskey  Rebellion  of  Penna. ;  and  held  the  offices  of  Assessor 
and  Constable,  and  was  one  of  the  surveyors  in  laying  the  road 
from  Salem  to  Oldman’s  Creek,  Nov.  28,  1811."  Note  d. 

144-  JONATHAN  (5)  ELWELL  -1826 


Jonathan  (5)  Elwell,  died  1826,  son  of  Jacob  (4),  wed  on  Sept.  6, 
1779  Margaret  (Peggy)  Summerill  (GMNJ  2:103). 

On  Dec.  30>  1825,  Jonathan  sold  to  Samuel  Dare  the  plantation  on 
which  he  resided,  containing  100  acres  and  ^  of  the  grist  mill,  adjoin¬ 
ing  Abraham  Elwell,  Jeremiah  Stull,  Judah  Foster,  Henry  Martin,  Isaac 
Johnson,  and  said  Samuel  Dare.  The  witness  was  Abraham  Elwell  (SaD 
FF:30 ) . 

On  Dec.  30»  1825,  Jonathan  Elwell,  of  Pittsgrove  Twp.,  made  his 
will,  probated  June  13,  1826,  in  which  he  named  his  children,  Catharine 
Newkirk,  Joseph  and  Jacob  Elwell,  and  Sarah  Paulin;  and  named  his 
friend,  Jonathan  Richman,  Esq.,  to  be  the  executor.  Abraham  Elwell 
and  others  were  witnesses  (SaW  C:286).

Rhoda  (5)  Elwell,  married  three  times.  1st,  license  issued 
May  13,1770  to  marry  Henry  Richman,  by  whom  she  had,  Jacob,  Henry, 
and  Isaac  Richman  (UD  #609);  2nd.,  her  cousin  William  Ray,  by  whom 
she  had  Bigee  and  Henrietta  (SFC);  3^d.,  Josiah  Paullin,  by  whom 
she  had  William  and  Mary.  He  died  at  82  years,  about  1876  (SFC 
78;  PF  21). 

132.  SAMUEL  (4)  ELWELL  -1772 


Samuel  (4)  Elwell  died  in  May  1772,  son  of  Samuel  (3),  on  Nov. 

25,  1745  at  Pittsgrove  Presbyterian  Church,  married  his  first  cousin, 
Susanna  (4)  Elwell  (living  May  2,  l301  when  she  made  deed),  daughter 
of  Thomas  (3)  Elwell  (ELP).  What  facts  were  in  Mr.  Butler’s  possession 
from  which  he  constructed  his  chart  showing  that  Samuel  and  Susanna 
were  cousins  are  not  now  in  evidence.  (ELP). 

On  Jan.  18,  1759,  one  Samuel  Elwell,  bought  from  Zebulon  Hart 
and  wife,  land  in  Stow  Creek  Twp.,  Cumberland  County.  The  deed  is 
in  the  Frank  Stewart  Collection  at  Glassboro  State  College. 

Samuel  Elwell  of  Pitts  Grove  Twp.,  yeoman,  made  a  will  dated 
May  1,  1772,  proved  Aug.  3,  1772,  giving  to  his  wife,  Susanna,  all 
real  and  personal  estate,  both  in  Salem  and  in  Cumberland  Counties. 

The  mill  in  Cumberland  might  be  sold  to  pay  debts.  The  wife  was 
named  as  executrix;  and  the  witnesses  were  John  and  Keziah  Nelson 
and  Jacob  Elwell.  Jacob  Elwell  and  John  Nelson  proved  the  will. 

Note  a.  Susanna  qualified  as  executrix  Aug.  3,  1772.  The  inventory 
dated  May  14,  1772,  was  made  by  Henry  Paullin  and  John  Dickeson 
(NJA  34:163)*  The  will  was  drawn  by  John  Nelson  (AN  30)* 

An  advertisement  for  sale  at  Public  Vendue  on  Feb.  8,  1773» 
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offered  the  premises  of  the  late  Samuel  Elwell,  deceased,  in  Cumber¬ 
land  county,  consisting  of  72  acres,  with  house,  barn,  grist  mill, 
etc.  not  far  from  Bridge  Town  and  Greenwich.  It  was  subscribed  by 
Susanna  Elwell,  executrix  (NJA  28:391).

David  (5)  Elwell,  died  Jan.  17»  1797>  son  of  Samuel  (I4.),  married 
Tamzen  Dare,  born  Dec.  20,  1747 »  died  Nov.  23,  1821,  daughter  of 
Elkanah  Dare  (DF). 

David  took  an  inn  in  February  1779  in  Roads town,  Cumberland 
County,  and  he  kept  an  inn  at  Roads town,  in  1796,  succeeded  by  his 
widow  who  kept  the  place  "until  1810"  (CSB  291,293)*  The  minutes  of 
the  Quarter  Sessions,  Cumberland  County,  February  Terra,  1797  >  show 
that  Tamsen  Elwell  filed  a  petition  for  a  license  to  keep  a  public 
house  where  she  now  dwells  in  Roads town.  It  was  allowed,  the  sure¬ 
ties  being  James  Johnson,  Wm.  Miller,  and  Abner  Sheppard.  At  the 
February  Term,  1798,  the  license  was  renewed,  the  sureties  being 
Forman  Shepherd  and  Josiah  Seeley.  Another  renewal  appears  at  the 
February  Term,  1799.  None  appear  in  the  lists  for  1800,  1801,  and 
1802.

Uriah  (5)  Elwell,  son  of  Samuel  (4)#  probably  married  on  Dec.  18,, 
1786,  Sarah  Thomson,  at  Pittsgrove  Baptist  Church  (GMNJ  2:124)  and 
died  after  March  12,  1810. 

Uriah  (5)  Elwell  was  a  witness  to  a  deed  made  by  Stacy  Lloyd  to 
Samuel  Nelson  on  Feb.  5*  1802  (SaD  D:227).  On  Oct.  7*  l809,  Uriah 
Elwell,  and  wife,  Sarah,  sold  to  Major  Judah  Foster,  Jr.,  ljg-  acres' 
in  Pittsgrove  Twp.;  and  on  March  3*  1810,  he  (without  a  wife  joining), 
sold  other  land.  In  both  cases  the  land  was  part  of  the  26.67  acres 
which  his  mother  Susanna  Elwell  had  sold  to  him  on  May  2,  1801,  and 
which  she  had  acquired  from  her  husband,  Samuel,  and  he  from  his 
father,  Samuel  (SaD  N:346,*  392).  On  March  12,  1810  Uriah  Elwell  of 
Pittsgrove  made  a  mortgage  to  Christopher  Morris,  covering  26.67 
acres  in  Pittsgrove  Twp.

134.  ABRAHAM  (4)  ELWELL  -1815 


Abraham  (4)  Elwell,  who  died  in  December  1815,  was  probably  the 
son  of  Samuel  (3)»  The  date  of  his  birth  has  not  been  recovered.  It 
is  claimed  that  he  lived  to  be  more  than  90  years  of  age.  The  time  and 
place  of  his  marriage  and  the  name  of  his  wife  have  not  been  authen¬ 
ticated,  altho  widely  held  opinion  gives  his  wife  the  name  of  Hannah. 

Samuel  (3)  having  given  the  mill  and  60  acres  to  Jacob,  and  100 
acres  to  Samuel,  he  gave  '’likewise  the  remainder”  of  the  plantation  to 
hi3  son,  Abraham,  without  specifying  the  acreage.  Since  it  is  not 
known  how  many  acres  Samuel  (3)  owned,  it  seems  difficult  to  determine 
how  many  Abraham  (4)  received.  The  division  among  the  children  of 
Abraham,  blacksmith,  shows  that  the  decedent  had  two  separate  small 
tracts,  which  could  possibly  relate  back  to  the  land  devised  by 
Samuel  (3)  to  Abraham,  his  son.  Abraham  seems  to  have  lived  to  be 
about  95  years  of  age.  There  are  no  deeds  of  record  showing  any  pur¬ 
chases  or  sales  by  him,  (altho  in  that  long  span,  there  could  have 
been  deeds  not  recorded). 

The  account  (ca)  1774  of  Rebecca  Champneys,  administratrix  of 
the  estate  of  Joseph  Champneys  (4)  shows  she  paid  to  Abraham  Elwell  a 
debt  due  by  the  Champneys  estate  (Note  a). 

On  Dec.  26,  1815,  administration  was  granted  upon  the  estate  of 
Abraham  Elwell,  of  Pittsgrove,  unto  Abraham  Elwell,  Jr.  The  inven* 
tory,  including  blacksmith’s  tools,  was  made  by  Samuel  Nelson  and 
Jerediah  DuBois  and  sworn  to  by  the  administrator,  June  11,  1816  (NJA 
42 : 146 ) . 

Abraham’s  estate  was  legally  divided  according  to  the  following 
proceedings:  Division  estate  Abraham  Elwell.  Report  Sept.  13»  1817. 
Samuel  Elwell,  et  al  Commissioners.  Lands  allotted  to  Elizabeth 
Smith,  wife  of  Wm.  Smith;  Abraham  Elwell;  Josiah  Elwell;  Joseph 
Elwell;  Joel  Elwell;  John  Elwell;  the  children  of  Eeturah  Nelson, 
deceased,  a  daughter;  Lydia  Paullin,  wife  of  Henry  Paullin,  a  dau¬ 
ghter.

On  March  17,  1816,  John  Elwell  of  Pittsgrove  made  a  deed  to  John 
Burroughs  of  Newton,  Gloucester  County,  for  5  acres  in  Pittsgrove, 
adjoining  Joseph  Elwell  and  Henry  Paullin,  being  part  of  a  tract  which 
descended  from  Abraham  to  his  son,  John  (SaD  W;34l)» 

214.  JOEL  (5)  ELWELL  1763- 

Joe  1  Elwell  (5)  born  Salem  Co.,  N.  J.,  May  4,  1763,  son  of 
Abraham  (4),  died  in  Putnam  County,  Ohio,  married  Elizabeth  Hutton  on 
March  18,  1788.  She  was  born  on  May  9,  1763,  the  daughter  of  John 
Hutton  of  Salem.  (John  Hutton  was  a  private  in  Captain  Newkirk's  Com¬ 
pany,  Second  Battalion  from  Salem. ) 

On  Oct.  21,  l8ll,  Joel  (5)  Elwell  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  sold 
to  John  Elwell,  50  acres,  part  of  150  acres  he  had  bought  from  Benjamin 
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Morris,  May  14,  1807.  On  Oct.  21,  lQll,  they  also  sold  to  Samuel 
Robinson,  50  acres  thereof;  and  on  March  20,  1813,  they  sold  $0  acres 
to  John  Elwell  (SaD  P:42,  J4.87;  Q:130). 

On  Sept.  11,  1812,  Joel  Elwell  made  a  mortgage  to  Jerediah  Du 
Bois,  Esq.,  covering  92  acres  in  Pittsgrove  Twp.,  (B:553)»  on  Feb. 
18,  l8l5,  Joel  Elwell,  a  weaver,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  sold  to 
Samuel  Elwell,  97  acres  in  Pittsgrove  Twp.,  part  of  130  acres  of  For¬ 
feited  estate  of  Moses  Atkinson,  of  which  John  Hutton  died  seized  and 
which  descended  to  his  daughter  as  his  only  heir  (SaD  YY:256);  and  on 
Sept.  20,  1828,  Samuel  Elwell,  attorney  of  Joel  Elwell,  Montgomery 
County,  Ohio,  sold  to  Abraham  Elwell,  land  in  Pittsgrove  which  des¬ 
cended  to  Joel  as  son  of  Abraham  (SaD  11:26). 

On  March  17,  1815,  Samuel  Elwell,  joiner,  made  a  mortgage  to 
Jerediah  DuBois  covering  92  acres  in  Pittsgrove  (C:8l). 

In  1825,  Joel  Elwell  was  living  in  Montgomery  County,  Ohio.

Creek,  7^  acres  in  that  township.  Joseph  Hall  was  an  infant  grandson 
of  John  Briggs  (SaD  D:ij.62);  on  Jan.  26,  1803,  Stogden  Briggs  sold  to 
Joseph  Elwell  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  9  3/4  acres  of  woodland,  and  on 
May  7»  1803,  Ephraim  Carll  and  Barbara,  his  wife,  sold  to  Joseph  Elwell 
2  acres,  the  witness  being  John  Smith  (SaD  F:206,207);  and  on  June  14, 
1819,  Joseph  Elwell  and  Mary,  his  wife,  of  Lower  Alloways  Creek  sold 
to  Judah  Poster,  Jr.,  land  in  Pittsgrove  Twp.,  adjoining  the  allot¬ 
ments  of  Keturah  Nelson,-  Lydia  Paullin,  John,  Abraham,  and  Joel  Elwell, 
which  was  set  off  to  Joseph  (5)  in  the  division  of  the  estate  of 
Abraham  Elwell  (SaD  X:230).

Excerpts  from  letters  written  by  Samuel  Elwell  (6),  supplied  by 
Mrs.  George  I.  Finlay,  Montclair,  New  Jersey: 

"To  James  Johnson,  Washington,  D.C.  (no  date). 

"As  it  is  in  all  probability  I  may  never  have  another  opportunity  to 
write  to  you  again.  I  have  the  use  of  my  fingers  yet,  but  know  not 
how  long  before  I  may  be  debarred  of  this  privilege.  So,  I  have  con¬ 
cluded  to  send  you  all  I  can  for  it  costs  no  more. 

"I  will  begin  with  my  first  trip  to  the  West.  I  started  in  1814  - 
took  stage  at  Philadelphia  to  Old  Lancaster  in  one  day  -  from  thence 
walked  to  Pittsburg  in  6  days  -240  miles,  averaging  4®  miles  per  day 
over  the  mountains,  as  there  was  no  other  way  of  conveyance  beyond 
Lancaster.  At  Pittsburg  there  was  no  way  to  get  down  the  river  - 
after  2  or  3  days  without  any  prospect  of  getting  down,  I  came  upon 
2  men  who  wanted  to  get  down  to  Cincinnati.  Together  we  bought  a 
boat  for  $10.  and  started  for  Cincinnati,  5 00  miles  -  made  it  in  6 
days.  After  promenading  about  town  for  2  or  3  days  we  sold  the  boat 
for  $10.  Then  I  bought  a  horse  for  $42.  started  on  to  Dayton  (then 
only  30  houses  and  cabins),  Springfield,  Zainsville,  Wheeling,  Vir., 
crossed  the  Ohio  on  to  Cumberland,  Md. ,  Hagerstown,  crossed  the  Blue 
Ridge,  on  to  Gettysburg,  York,  Pa.,  Columbia,  Lancaster,  and  back  to 
Pittsgrove  -  the  return  trip  was  made  in  18  days.  Altogether  I  have 
made  17  trips  from  Pittsgrove  to  West  and  back  covering  10,200  miles  - 
the  latter  years  trips  were  made  by  rail."  *  #  -* 

"Fairfield,  Franklin  County,  Indiana.  March  4>l86l. 
"Respected  Nephew,  Isaac  Johnson  II,  Beverly,  N.  J. 

"I  take  my  pen  in  hand  to  inform  you  that  we  are  still  in  the 
land  of  the  living  and  in  tolerable  good  health.  I  cannot  complain 
for  one  of  86  years,  a  little  older  than  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence".  -* 

„  "Fairfield,  May  27,  1864 . 

Respected  Niece  and  Friend  Samuel  DuBois,  Pittsgrove,  N.  J. 

'This  is  to  inform  you  that  I  am  still  among  the  living  and  at 
present  in  good  health  now  in  my  ninetieth  year.  The  sixth  of  March 
I  had  a  sick  spell  and  was  under  the  doctor's  care  for  three  weeks.

-x-  -*  "I  will  answer  your  request  -  I  was  born  in  the  year  of 
1775 ,  the  6th  day  of  May  and  I  was  married  February  1797  -  my  eldest 
son,  Isaac,  was  born  Jan.  8,  1798,  and  if  he  had  lived  he  now  would 
be  sixty  years  old. 

"I  emigrated  to  this  country  in  1817,  in  my  43r<*.  year  and  have 
lived  here  48  years  last  spring. 

"I  bought  a  farm  for  which  I  paid  $1000.  for  30  acres  of  cleared 
land  -  lived  in  a  cabin  one  year  -  a  horse  could  not  live  in  it  for 
one  could  lie  in  bed  and  count  the  stars  through  the  logs.  There  were 
no  wagon  roads,  nothing  to  go  by  but  blazed  paths  -  the  nearest  house 
was  30  miles  away.  Now  it  is  thickly  settled  and  selling  from  $0  to 
75  dollars  per  acre.  I  refused  offers  for  my  two  places  so  I  gave  one 
to  my  grandson,  Samuel  Rose  by  paying  me  $90.  yearly  rent  during  my 
life  time.  The  other  I  gave  to  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  DuBois  on  like 
conditions . 

"I  moved  to  Fairfield,  Ind.  in  '53#  twelve  years  ago  -  I  own  4 
building  lots  and  a  comfortable  house  -  a  good  barn  for  stabling  8 
horses."  #  #  ■> 

e .  There  is,  of  course,  a  question  of  the  identity  of  the  several 
Davids  in  the  family.  I  have  adopted  the  view  published  in  the 
Dare  Genealogy.  But  notice  the  discrepancy  in  the  death  date 

of  David.  Was  it  December  11,  1866  or  June  14,  1878?  See  DF  150 
and  AR  21. 

David  and  Sarah  Elwell  were  baptized  by  Rev.  Wm.  Worth  May  22, 
1772.  David  and  wife,  Sarah,  appear  in  the  Pittsgrove  records  Feb.  26, 
177b»  and  on  Dec.  14*  1788  they  were  transferred  to  Cohansey  Church 
(ELS). 

On  Dec.  12,  1832,  one  David  Elwell  and  Sarah,  his  wife,  of  Stow 
Creek,  entered  into  an  amicable  division  of  land  in  Hopewell,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  estate  of  Wm.  Johnson,  Sarah  being  one  of  the  heirs  (CuD 
57:1,  et  seq). 

f .  Members  of  the  Halten  (Holton),  Jaquett,  Larabson,  Philpot,  Pet¬ 
erson,  Lock,  and  Van  Neeman  (Vanaman)  families  attended  the  church 
at  Penns  Neck  (SWRPN). 

g.  At  the  March  Term  1792,  an  account  filed  by  John  Kelly,  adminis¬ 
trator  of  the  estate  of  Wharton  Elwell,  w  as  approved  by  the 
court  (A: 87). 

Isaac  Elwell  was  an  appraiser  with  Benjamin  Garrison  in  1763 
(NJA  33:177),  and  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  Samuel  Garrison  of 
Pittsgrove  in  1765  (NJA  33:157). 

Isaac  Elwell  bought  of  Jeremiah  Parvin,  on  June  13,  1761,  and 
May  10,  1765,  80  acres  on  the  Indian  Branch,  in  or  near  Indiantown. 
Isaac's  named  executors  sold  the  land  to  John  May,  on  June  13,  1797 
(SaD  Y:270). 

Isaac  Elwell  who  died  December,  1796,  wed  Sarah. 

Isaac  Elwell,  of  Pittsgrove  Twp.  made  his  will  dated  Dec.  31, 

1796,  proved  Sept.  24,  1796,  wherein  he  named  children,  Rebecca 
Nickels,  Sarah  Green,  Worton  Elwell,  and  the  heirs  of  daughter  (or 
daughter-in-law)  Mary  Elwell.  John  Nichols  was  a  witness.  Execu¬ 
tors  were  Obadiah  Caruthers  and  Richard  Parker.  The  inventory  was 
made  Jan.  6,  1797,  indicating  that  he  died  just  before  that  date 
(NJA  38:122).  The  executors  account  was  approved  in  September,  1801 
(A:382).
